Remarkable Preponderance of Repub¬ 
licans Among the Voters 
of Sierra Madre 

Republicans constitute about three- 
fourths of the voting list of Sierra 
Madre, as shown by the party affilia¬ 
tions given in the registration affidav¬ 
its. While checking over the registra¬ 
tion lists Max Wolff has tabulated the 
figures which prove to be highly Inter¬ 
esting. The total registration is 464. 
Of these 334 are Republicans, as 
against a total of 130 in all other clas¬ 
sifications. 

It was known the Republicans were 
strongly in the majority. In fact it 
has sometimes been said Jokingly there 
were not enough Democrats In town to 
till out the elect! in boards according to 
law. But It was not supposed the pro¬ 
portion was really so unusual, the 
Democrats showing only 57 names on 
the list. Mr. Wolff’s tabulation Is as 
follows:

September Primary Flection Tues¬ 
day. Sept. 3rd. Last day for registra¬ 
tion and transfer. August 6th. 

General election—Tuesday. Nov. 5. 
Last day for registration and transfer, 
Oct. 6th. 

The old register holds good until the 
close of registration for the general 
election on Oct. 6th. 

All voters who wish to participate 
In the Primary Flection In September 
must register their party affiliation, as 
Republicans, Democrats or Socialists. 
No other party has a place on the of¬ 
ficial ballot although nominations may 
be written In. 

At the May primary, either the old 
or new register may be used, but the 
voter must be living at the time In 
the precinct given In the register. Vot¬ 
ers cannot vote on old registration if 
they have moved out of the precinct 
given In the register. If they have 
moved from address given but are still 
In the same precinct, the officers of 
election may receive their votes. 

A new form of registration blank Is 
now in course of preparation and reg¬ 
istration deputies have been instructed 
not to register any one on the old 
blanks. So far they have not been re¬ 
ceived by the local deputies but may 
be expected soon, according to advices 
from the county clerk's office.

There are nearly five hundred sena¬ 
tors and representatives -lienee an 
edition of several thousand copies, if 
distributed pro rata, gives to each 
only a fexv copies. Some of these the 
senator or representative needs for 
reference, the few left over are soon 
exhausted, and those constituents who 
then write for them are necessarily 
disappointed, through no fault of the 
public man whom they have ad¬ 
dressed. As a general proposition, the 
render who is interested in a govern¬ 
ment publication will serve himself 
best by addressing the official known 
as the superintendent of documents, 
government printing office. Washing¬ 
ton, D. C.. who is authorized to have 
reprinted any government publication 
for xvhich there is a demand, and sell 
the same, at cost, to all applicants. 
He will mail price lists, divided by 
subjects, free upon application, and 
remittance can then, as required by 
laxv authorizing such sales, accompany 
order.

office. The Azusa Pomotrople recently 
I told of the similar troubles of Azuza 
1 people thus: 

The Azuza Chamber of Commerce 
has adopted a splendid plan for the 
protection of the citizens of the town 
by appointing a committee to examine 
into the merits of all charities for 
| which our people are called upon to 
contribute. Mendicants, solicitors for 
charitable Institutions, Salvation Army 
collectors, everything for which the 
! people are worked should he sent to 
this committee who will report upon 
those worthy of aid, and thus save 
time and annoyance to the business 
men and the public generally. It is 
hoped that the citizens of tile toxvn will 
; take advantage of this effort of the 
I chamber to protect them from solicit¬ 
ors for unworthy objects, fake solicit¬ 
ors, etc. 

It has been only a few months since 
a xvoman went about the neighborhood 
asking for only $1.50 to enable her 
to reach her people, and took in many 
shekels. Even old clothes xvere 
grabbed up greedily. The same wom¬ 
an. or another with the same graft, did 
Los Angeles, and. no doubt, all other 
towns in the state. 

This is one of the many instances in 
1 xvhich grafters haxe bled our people, 
and the Chamber has decided to try 
to put a stop to their work in Azuza 
and vicinity. Signs will perhaps be 
printed to xvhich business men can 
, point to the solicitor, xvho, if he does 
not like it and refuses to submit his 
; claims to the committees can safely 
1 lie put doxvn as unxvorthy of assist¬ 
ance.

GOOD CAUSE 
NEEDS FUNDS 

TO PROTECT SCHOOL PUPILS 

Board of Health Undertakes to Get 
Sanitary Drinking Fountains 
and Towels 


The News presents herewith a state¬ 
ment prepared by the Board of Health, 
touching upon a subject of vital im¬ 
portance to the community. The News 
will not attempt to elaborate upon 
the statement but desires to emphasize 
the need stated in every possible way. 
It is unfortunate that the state of 
the school funds will not permit im¬ 
mediate installation of the sanitary 
drinking fountains and the furnishing 
of sanitary towels. The alternative 
method of providing them xvhich is 
suggested by the Board of Health 
should meet with prompt and liberal 
response. The communication fol¬ 
lows: 

The Board of Health of the City of 
Sierra Madre desires to bring to the 
attention of its citizens conditions now 
existing at the public school which, 
in their estimation, need immediate 
attention. 

The method of furnishing drinking 
water for the children is unsanitary 
and undesirable. There are no drin- 
ing cups, nor should there he, the chil¬ 
dren drinking from ordinary faucets 
xx hich are turned up. The one good 
feature of this method is, if a child's 
lips come in contact with the faucet 
it is immediately cleansed by the water 
falling hack over it. Tile bad features 
are: the liability to injury caused by 
crowding or rough play, where mouths 
may he cut or teeth knocked out by 
being pushed against the faucets: then, 
the part of the faucet controlling the 
flow of water is underneath and the 
children can not avoid getting their 
hands wet, in turning the water on 
and off. As the pressure is considera¬ 
ble. some, especially the smaller ones, 
get tlieir sleeves and the front of their 
clothing wet. making them uncomfort¬ 
able and liable to take coid. From 
this cause some of the children have 
hands so badly chapped that they 
bleed. . 

The community towel lias. Justly, 
been abolished and as sanitary paper 
towels are considered too expensix'e, 
the children hax'e no means of drying 
their hands, unless they carry extra 
handkerchiefs or are provided xvith a 
towel from home, which is not a good 
thing as it is apt to be passed around 
to friends. 

After the school appropriations had 
been announced it was found that a 
mistake had been made and this dis¬ 
trict did not receive by $500 the 
amount estimated. Other xvork hav¬ 
ing been planned by the school board, 
they have not money enough for this 
work. ^ 

As the school district takes In Sierra 
Madre Villa, it would not he lawful 
for the city trustees to appropriate 
money for this purpose. 

In order to have this xx-ork done Im¬ 
mediately. the Board of Health has de¬ 
cided to ask the citizens of Sierra 
Madre and Sierra Madre Villa to sub¬ 
scribe a sum sufficient to pay for buy¬ 
ing and installing six or more sani¬ 
tary fountains (the installation to be 
under the supervision of this board), 
and to provide sufficient sanitary tow¬ 
els for use during the current term. 
The amount needed will lie about $75. 

Subscriptions for this purpose in 
any amount will he gratefully received, 
and may be left xvith the City Clerk, 
Mr. Perry, at tlie City Hail.

If a man’s service is of value to a 
city, then let that city pay for it, the 
same as any business house pays for 
its help. It's simply a business prop¬ 
osition. at best, and should, by nil 
means, be placed upon a business 
basis. 


SOMETHING FOR NOTHING 

Is the city of Sierra Madre going to 
insist upon a policy of getting some¬ 
thing for nothing or are the voters 
willing to allow some remuneration 
for the services of the trustees w ho 
will serve the city after the coming 
election. At the instance of the Board 
of Trade the city trustees have or¬ 
dered the proposition put on the ballot, 
giving the voters a chance to pass on 
the question of paying each trustee 
$10 monthly. 

Citizens of Azuza will pass upon a 
similar proposition, and the question 
is also up for consideration in Mon¬ 
rovia. In practically all sixtii class 
cities the necessity for remunerating 
the trustees for their services is rec¬ 
ognized as the volume of business im¬ 
poses increased burdens. 

The Monrovia Messenger discusses 
the subject as follows: 

The proposition to remunerate ihe 
city trustees for services rendered 
seems to have caused considerable in¬ 
terest to be taken in 'lie m itler, and 
while the major partion of the tax¬ 
payers are favorably Inclined toward 
the movement a few others find 'n 
the venture some rxcusj to register a 
kick. 

Why should men win have the bur¬ 
den of the city upon their shoulders 
be expected to supervise its affairs 
without pay? 

From the city funds are paid sa'u- 
rles for labor that does not take one- 
half the lime, to say nothing of tile 
responsibility required from the trus¬ 
tees. and yet the payment of those 
bills is considered legitimate and just. 
Why, then, should the heads of a mu¬ 
nicipality, who labor for the best in¬ 
terests of tile town, who are respon¬ 
sible for the splendid efficiency of the 
town, the well kept streets and a thou¬ 
sand other laudable measures, be 
obliged to give valuable time gratis to 
an unappreciative public? 

There are no other persons on earth 
unless It he the country editor, who 
are so severely criticised, so entirely 
misunderstood, as the city trustees, 
and yet a selfish public, who believe 
in paying the city engineer whose ser¬ 
vices are needed when the laying of 
macadam streets is settled, the laborer 
who repairs the roads, the marshal
